THEY GO 10 WORK 


Congress Reassembles Today 
After Its: Christmas Recess 


Omnibus Statehood Bill Will Be the 
Chief One Discussed This Week. 
Opponents Will Try to 
Push Appropriations 
to the Front.

Washington, January 4.—Many of the 
senators who left Washington for the 
Christmas holidays are still absent, anc 
the present indications ‘are that when 
business Is resumed at noon tomorrow 
there Will not be a very full attendance. 
Before the week ts far advanced, how- 
ever, the senate again will be in regular 
working order and there will »«e little 
cessation Of work beforé March i. The 
prediction is very general that the re- 
mainder of the session will be exceeding- 
ly bu&y because of the number of impor- 
tant questions which will be presenter 
for consideration before final adjourn- 
ment. 

During the present week, aad probably 
for some time to come, the omnibus stete- 
hood bill will be thé chief ‘opie of dis- 
cussion on the floor, but tinder the unan- 
imous agreement by which the bili was 
made the unfinished business, it cannot 
be taken up any day before 2 o’clock. It 
is the purpose of friends of the bill to 
press its consideration and not to allow 
the bill to be sidetracked unless under 
Very great pressure. The present pur- 
pose is to give way only for appropria- 
tion bills, but there are now no appro- 
priation bills on the-senate calendar. It 
is, however, the purpose of the senatoril 
leaders, and ¢specially of those who Op- 
pose the statehood bil, to press appro- 
priation bills to the front as rapidly as 
possible. 

The senate committee on appropriations 
immediately will.take up. the legislative, 
executive and judicial appropriation bill 
and it will be reported to the senate as 
soon as possible. It is a bill which de- 
mands considerable investigation, and it 
is not probable that it will reach the 
Senate much before the middle of the 
month. When it. is .reported the com- 
mittee will seek to secure its immediate 
consideration. 

According to the arrangement made 
before the holidays, the debate on the 
statehood bill will be resumed at 2 o'clock 
tomorrow, Senator Nelson, of Minnesota, 
being the first speaker on the lst. He 
is a member of the committee on terri- 
tories and in addition to his opposition 


tu the admission of tRe territories of New | 


Mexico and Arizona, he is a staunch 
advocate of the bill for the admission of 
Oklahoma and Indian Territory as one 
state, which was reported by the major- 
ity of the committee aB a substitute for 
the house omnibus bit! He has a care- 
fully prepared speech and its delivery 
probably will require the greater part of 
two days. Senator Burnham will be 
heard next and he wilh probably speak 
for two days or more. Other republican 
senators have agreéd to speak in opposi- 
tion to the bill, and it is now estimated 
that there will be. no fewer than fifteen 
anti-statehood speeches before consider- 
ation of the measure is concluded. Some 
epeeches in support Hf the bill are prom- 
ised, but the indic#tf6hS are somewhat 
against the delivery of any of them dur- 
Ing the present week, though it-is possible 
that Senator Foraker, who is an earnest 
advocate of the omnibus bill, may be 
heard some time within the next few 
days 
Military Bill in Senate. 

The time of the senate each day before 
2 o'clock will be earnestly contested for, 
among the measures seeking early at- 
tention, between the militia bill, the im- 
migration bill, the ejght-hour govern- 
ment labor bill and the Philippine cur- 
rency bill. Senator Proctor has given no- 
tice that he will call up the militia bil! 
Monday morning as soon as the routine 
business is disposed of, and he will try 
to keep this bill to the front until action 
can be secured. 

Some features of the measure are 
sharply antagonized, so that it may pro- 
vokKe considerable debate. There also is 
a disposition to amend the immigration 
bill. The supporters of this measure do 
not yet seenf inclined to concede’ the 
changes demanded. Senator Lodge, as 
chairman of the committee of the Philip- 
pines, has given notice that he will press 
the currency bill as rapidly as possible 
and expresses confidence in its passage 
before the session grows much older. Sen- 
ator McComas will urge considefation of 
the elght-hour bill, 

The committee on foreign relations, it 
is expected, will take up the Cuban 
treaty at its meeting this week, but it 
is doubtful whether it will be reported 
during the week. It has not been de- 
cided whether there will be any hearings 
on the treaty. Thus far no formal re- 
quest for them has been made, and prob- 
ably none will be sought until after the 
beet sugar convention, which. is to ‘be 
held in this city during the week. Senator 
Cullom says he will ask the senate to 
give the treaty its attention at as early 
a day as practicable after it shall be re- 
ported. 

A large number of new bills and reso- 
lutions will be introduced at the begin- 
ning of the session tomorrow, among 
them a joint resolution by Senator Mor- 
gan directing the executive department 
to cease negotiations with the govern- 
ment of Colombia for right of way for 
an isthmian canal and to close agree- 
ments with Costa Rica and Nicaragua 
for the construction of a canal by the 
Nicaragva route. 

On Tuesday during the morning hour 
Senator Hoar wil] address the senate in 
support of his anti-trust bill. It is prob- 
able that his speech will give rise to 
more or less doubt, but any discussion 
on this subject must cease at 2 o'clock 
unless unanimous consent should be pro- 
cured to delay the statehood bill for a 
time. 

In the House. 

‘No complete programme is mapped out 
for the house the first week of the 
new year. The jseaders are very anxious 
to force the appropriation bills as rapidly 
as possible. The Indian bill is on the 
calendar, and headway is making in com- 
mittee with the postoffice. diplomatic and 
consular and District of Coiumbia bills. 
The latter, at least, will be reported to 
the house before the end of the week, 
Mr. Sherman, of New York, chairman ot 
the Indian committee, is ill at Hot 
Springs, Ark.. and his absence may de- 
lav consideration of the Indian bill.

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Full Getdils of Wreck Neat 
Birmingham Saturday Right. 


Wreck Caused by Spreading Rails. 
Preceding Freight Train Had 
Cut Spikes for 3 Miles. . 
Many Georgia People 
Among Injured.

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Birmingham, Ala.. January 4.—In the 
wreck on the Southern railway, near 
Henry Ellen, 15 miles east of this city, 
at 9:35 o'clock last night, the latest de- 
tails show that one person was killed and 
twenty-cight others slightly injured. 

Knowing train No. 37, from Atlanta, to 
be heavily laden with passengers, it was 
thought for a waile that a second Cohaba 
river disaster had occurred, and useless 
excitement prevailed in Birmingham. 

For more than five hours no news of 
the wreck could be obtained on account of 
‘ita isolated, location, and as the relief 
rain. sent from this city, was delayed 
fully that long, the anxiety was increased. 
The train finally arrived at 8:40 o'clock 
with the injured and uninjured passen- 
gers.

Notwithstanding the accident 
freight crew had left no warning to 
oncoming passenger train, and when the 
engine pulling the long train from At- 
lanta struck the insecure rail it jumped 
the track and turned completely over, 
crushing Engineer White to death. 

The baggage car fell against the side 
of the cut and was partially saved from 
demolition. 

The combination express and mail car 
split in two, lengthwise, part of it fall- 
ing against the wreckage of the baggage 
car. 

All of the passenger coaches were de- 
railed, but being nearest the g@ide of the 
walls of the high cut, they were kept 
almost in an upright position and few 
of the passengers were seriously injured. 
Conductor A. L. Slaton, who was in 
charge of the train, immediately sent a 
porter to Weems, the nearest night tele- 
graph station, and notified the dispatch- 
er’s office of the wreck. 

Superintendent Richey was quickly in- 
formed of the disaster and sent a relief 
train with a corps of surgeons to the 
assistance of the injured passengers. 

Just after passing Weems this train en- 
countered the unsafe track and was com- 
pelled to stop 3 miles this side of the 
wreck and too far away from Weems to 
notify the officers of the cause of delay. 
By waiiing for the track to be repaired 
the relief train finally reached the wreck 
a little after 3 o'clock. 

Until all the passengers had been look- 
ed after and the train reached Weems on 
its return, the railroad officials and the 
public were in total ignorance of the 
wreck. It was first thought that the 
railroad officials were trying to withhwold 
information, but this proved erroneous. 
As early as possible they notified all the 
relatives of the injured and gave all the 
information at hand to the public.

Salaries Increased by City Council 
of Athens.

Courts.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, 
Macon, Ga., January 4.—(Special.)—¥ es- 
terday morning in the United States dis- 
trict court Judge Speer signed @ decree 
finally disposing of the important litiga- 
tion in the bankruptcy case of the Higg- 
ston Lumber Company. 

On September 10, 1901, a petition in 
bankruptcy was filed by creditors rhpeaninell 
sented by John R. L. Smith and Ww. W. 
Bacon, Jr., attorneys, and the Higgston 
Lumber Company was adjudged bank- 
rupt. This company was engaged in 
conducting an extensive saw mill busl- 
ness near Pelham, in Mitchell county, 
and was heavily involved, its indebted- 
ness amounting to about $5,000. The 
property of the company had been placed 
in the hands of a receiver by the superior 
court, but was subsequently turned over 
to the receiver appointed by the United 
States courié, 

At the hearing it developed that the 
company owned valuable property and 
Judge Speer was of the opinion that by 
operating the property through receiv- 
ers that something could be saved to its 
owners. Some of the attorneys believed 
that such|a course would result in loss 
to the creditors. Judge Speer, however, 
determined to take this course, and ap- 
pointed D. R. C. Clayton gnd D. M. Rog- 
ers receivers with direction to operate 
the plant and pay the profits, if any, 
to creditors holding preferred claims. 
ane receivers have been operating tne 
property since October, 1901, and have up 
to the present time made a net profit of 
about $20,000 which has been paid to 
creditors, 

‘he Hutchinson Lumber and Supply 
Company, through its attorney, John R. 
L Smith, today presented to the judge 
a petition showing that a reorganizationt 
had ten agreed upon, whereby the prop- 
erty could be turned back to the owners. 
“a ter: hearing this matter, the court ap- 
proved the reorganization plan as out- 
lined, revoked the order adjudicating the 
Higgston Lumber Company bankrupt, 
and turned the property back to its 
owners. 

The Hutchinson Lumber and Supply 
Company has acquired control of all the 
remaining outstanding claims against the 
Higgston Lumber Company and will put 
up sufficient money to start off the busi- 
ness of the Higgston company in good 
shape. The property is now worth about 
$65,000, and will be amply solvent, as its 
principal indebtedness has been paid by 
the receivers.

Buoyant Feeling at Berlin. 

Berlin, January 4.—The ‘boerse enters 
the new year in buoyant mood, and last 
week was*the strongest week known in 
many months. All departments showed 
gains, with the exception of a few coal 
shares. Heavy gains were scored in irons 
upon several price axvances. There is 
a tendency to believe that better times 
have begun. Almost all other industrials 
scored advances. It is understood that 
high financial circles are prompting a buil 
tendency in order to prepare the market 
for the forthcoming government issues. 

The foreign boerses, especially London 
and Vienna, reacted strongly here lst 
week; the disappearance of Wall street's 
financial difficulties also caused a rapid 
decline in Berlin rates after the new 
year. Notwithstanding the very heavy 
pressure at the reichstag, which is expect- 
ed speedily to be relieved, the bank's 
issues of uncoveresdi notes break all rec- 
ords by 52,000,000 marks, reaching 408,- 
000,000 marks. This heavy demand is 
largely due to the preparations of the 
private banks toward floating the new 
government loan. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung says that the 
total issues of stocks end bonds in Ger- 
many during the year 1902 amounted to 
2,081,000 marks, as against  1,808,000,000 
marks in 1900. Industrial shares issued 
last year amounted to 94,000,000 marks, as 
against 104,000,000 for the preceding year. 
The increase in stocks and bonds for 19 
was entirely due to government and mu- 
nicipal loans. 

The German Togo Company, to grow 
cotton, has been organized here with a 
capital of 750,000 marks. 

Cloth Market at Manchester. 

Manchester, January-4.—While the hoi- 
idays interfered with the business on the 
cloth market, the situation has not 
changed materially. Most sections last 
week were in fair demand. Producers 
have been harder to deal with, espe- 
cially since the sharp advance in cotton 
at the opening of the year; manufactu- 
rers have not been able to keep pace with 
the rise in cotton. The offers made by 
buyers have been impracticable, excep? 
for immediate requirements. 

India was the most active outlet last 
week, although the inquiry ffom China 
was fairly satisfactory. The South 
American inquiry improved and the 
transactions with South American coun- 
tries were fairly widespread. The Medit- 
erranean outlet was operated more free- 
ly last week. Offers received from Ja- 
pan mentioned a rise, which prevents 
progress. 

Yarns advanced during the week, but 
business was restricted. Twist was in 
healthy demand, but quick deliveries were 
more difficult.

BEFORE BETTER 


Governor Taft on Conditions in 
Philippines, 


Moros Do Not Understand Popular 
Government—Do Not Desire It. 
Ladronism the : Curse of 
Civilization in the 
Islands. 


Washington, January 4.—The annual 
report of the Philippine commission and 
a separatecreport by Governor W. H. 
Taft, made public at the war department 
today, give a review of the resuits of the 
year’s work of the commission, and con- 
tain recommendations for legislative ac- 
tion by congress decmed essential to the 
welfare of the islands. Governor Tatt 1s 
of opinion that it may be possibie to in- 
duce the sultan of Jolo to part with some 
cf the claims to the Jolo group, and thus 
cbviate many obstacles now encountered. 
The Moros, he says, do not understand 
popular government, and do not desire it, 


preferring control of dattos. 

Governor Taft tclls of the conditions 
ihat have made it necessary for the 
islands to purchase about $15,000,%0 worth 
cf food on which to live, and to the ef- 
fects war has had upon agriculture, al- 
most the onfy“Source of wealth in the 
islands. The greatest blow to agriculture, 
hesays, is the destruction of about 
per cent of the water buffalo, on which 
the cultivaticn of rice is almost wholly 
cependent. After speaking of the ravages 
of Asiatic cholera, Governor Taft Says: 

“Tne bane of Philippine civilization in 
+he past was Ladronism, and the present 
conditions are most favorable for its 
crowth and maintenance. It is not cer- 
tain. whether in the depressed state of 
agriculture, with the temptations. to 
Ladronism, that the constabulary will be 
able without the assistance of the mili- 
tary to stamp it out, as want and famine 
make the life of the freebeoter to, the 
desperate and the weak a very great at- 
traction. ‘fhe natural discontent with the 
government, when suffering is at hand, 
promoted as it has been by the cholera 
restrictions and the high prices of rics 
and other commodities. which have been 
greatly enhanced by the depreciaticn of 
silver, might well havecaused a new 
breaking out of the insurrection, and, in 
his judgement, it speaks wonders fer the 
ease with which this country may be gov- 
erned in normal times, that we have com- 
paratively so little disorders since the 
surrender of the insurgent arms in April. 

Constabulary Force Efficient. 

Since civil government was compictely 
established in the Filipino provinces 
througnout the archipelago, in July last 
year, the governor SsayS an American has 
not been called on once to fire a gun, 
the country having been policed by the 
constabulary, a force of five or six thou- 
sand men. “It may be,”’ says Governor 
Taft, ‘‘that as the conditions grow worse 
—for they are likely to do so before 
they grow better—it will be necessary in 
a province like Cavite, where ladronism 
seems imbued in the people, to proclaim 
martial law and even to call in the mil- 
itary finally to suppress it, but it is 
still hoped this may be avoided.” 

Governor Taft says that unless cari- 
bau can be replaced, or other methods 
of agriculture substituted, which will 
prevent these animals being indispens-~ 
able hereafter, the future for several 
vears has a gloomy outlook. 

The depressed condition of agricul- 
ture and the tendency to ladronism in 
the Tagalog and in some of the Visayan 
provinces does not apply to those prov- 
inces where hemp is the chief product, 
“They are wealthy and prosperous,”’ the 
report recites ,and “while their food costs 
them more than it used ta, they have 
monev enough with which to make “‘im- 
provements; school houses are being 
built: roads are being constructed; ma- 
chinety—agricultural and other kinds—is 
being introduced, and there is every evi- 
dence of a forward movement.” 

The governor points out among other 
ills from which the country is spffering 
that of fluctuating currency. ‘Touching 
on the organization of labor unions, the 
governor says that if properly directed, 
the movement may give to the laboring 
classes a sense of the dignity of labor and 
of their independence. 

He regards the objection made by the 
Filipinos to the unlimited introduction 
of Chinese into the islands to be logical 
and justified. 

Governor Taft tells of the recently or-

THE PHILIPPINES 


General Davis on Scheme To 
Send Them to the 
Islands. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, January 4.—(Special.)— 
That some plan looking to the migration 
of negroes from this céduntry to Ha- 
wail and the Philippines was back of 
the president’s designation of T. Thomas 
Fortune to act as epecial commissioner 
in investigating those islands, is borne 
out by the fact that General George W. 
Davig, now in command in the Philip- 
pines, has been called on for his views. 

General Davis gives his view of the 
objects to be sought in such a plan: 

“First. To cover the Filipino lands with 
liberty-loving negro settlers, whose re- 
ligious independence would ever resist 
the efforts of any priesthood to control 
their conscience, 

“Second. To rgelieve the “existang con- 
‘gestion of negro population in the south- 
ern states ‘by transferring large numbers 
of this race to the congenial soil of the 
Philippines, where they may aid in the 
development of the country.” 

In béginning his discussion of this in- 
teresting problem, General Davis asks 
several questions. 

“Would the negroes of our southern 
States, enlisted and trained as soldiers 
under white officers and organized into 
companies, battalions and regiments, fur- 
nish an adequate instrumentality for 
realizing these objects? 

“Assuming an affirmative answer to 
this question, would these men, after 
discharge from the army, be willing to 
stay and become lawabiding, industrious 
settlers? 

“A third question also suggests itself: 
Would the nucleus of the negro race 
thus transferred and established be aug- 
mented largely from home? Would it 
result in a veritable hegira, a transfer 
of large numbers of this surplus popu- 
lation from the southern states, their 
present home, to vacant lands in the 
tropical antipodes? 

Would Not Be Successful. 

“An attempt to enlist negroes in the 
states on a basis of soldiering for one to 
five years and remaining permanently in 
the Philippines as permanent residents 
would meet with scant success—no more 
than has attended the efforts to induce 
the colored race in America to remove 
to\Liberia,’”’ says the general.. 

“#here is nothing grown in the Ori- 
ental tropi¢s by methods known to our 
southern negroes. In Alabama a negro, 
his family and a mule can easily plow, 
plant and harvest cotton or corn for an 
area of 10 acres or more. Here a na- 
tive Filipino and his family, with one 
caribou, may he able to cultivate an acre 
and grow enough rice or maize, bananas 
Or sweet potatoes for their own subsist- 
ence, but no more, Here the cotton plant 
is a large shrub, a perennial—the na- 
tives call it a tree—but the staple is 
short, the yield insufficient and not one- 
tenth of the cotton wool required for na- 
tive uses is grown here. More than one- 
half of the rice consumed in these islands 
is produced in China; but the abaca is a 
fiber produced nowhere else, and the 
world’s consumption of Manila hemp is 
continually increasing—a crop produced 
exclusively by small farmers, and the 
entire equipment required for the cul- 
tivation and preparation for. market is 
made by natives, a wooden hoe, a spade 
and a rude device by means of which 
the threads of fiber are divested of the 
matrix of sap and glutinous material. 

Would They Work in Tropics? 

“If our negroes would work, they could, 
given the land free—of which there are 
vast unoccupied areas in Mindanao, Sa- 
mar, Mindoro, Paragua and Baslian— 
becqme independent; but would they 
work if uncontrolled? If our negroes 
from the south were living in the Phil- 
ippines, would they do better than any 
others of their race in the West In- 
dies? 

‘There is one plant for which the soil 
and climate of the Philippines is admir- 
abiv suited, which cannot be cultivated 
with best economy. except in very ex- 
tensive tracts under one control, and this 
involves a very large aggregation of 
capital, under one management. Sugar 
cane {iS referred to, of course. 

“The negroes would have an opportu- 
nity of bettering themselves by engag- 
ing In abaca, coffee, cacao and rice cul- 
ture, for they will have learned the

He said in 
part: 

“What is it that invests the benedic- 
tion with peculiar solemnity? ‘To the 
average mind it is the holy of holies of 
public worship. Not song or sermon or 
prayer is heard with so reverent & pos- 
ture, so solemn a countenance, so devyut 
a heart. Why should this epitome of 
prayer sustain a position of such special

house. 


In defining the benediction, Dr. Lan- 
drum declared it was nothing more than 
“a prayer apostolic in form and evan- 
gelical in character.’’ As it closed the 
apostolic epistles, so we use it to close 
public service. 

‘This particular benediction is, first of 
all, the plan of salvation briefly and forci- 
bly stated. It is easily remembered. It 
should be often repeated. It is the Story 
of redemption in a nutshell. Age does 
not impair it any more than revolving 
years waste the sun or wither the sea- 
sons. The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ 
converts sinners by the exhibition of 
God's love. That love melts our hearts. 
It only asks to be loved in return. God 
is love. We love Him because He first 
loved us. From the love of God, by the 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ through 
the communion of the Holy Ghost, our 
salvation comes. 

“The benediction in the second place 
suggests the baptismal formula, ‘Baplize 
them into the name of the Father, and 
of the Son and of the Holy Ghost.’ Once 
more the benediction is the best prayer

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The subject for 
service at 


the evening teaching 
the Central Congregational 
church last night was “The Beginning 
of the World’s Greatest Enterprise.” 
The scripture lesson was read from the 
thirteenth chapter of Acts by Dr. Jen- 
kins and the lesson was taken up tn de- 
tail by questions answered by members of 
the congregation. 

In his explanatory remarks Dr. Jen- 
kins reviewed the history of the growth 
of Christianity up to the establishment 
of the churth at Antioch, and described 
the organization and methods of this 
church, pointing out the earnestness tnat 
characterized its work and the power of 
the Holy Spirit with which its members 
were filled, showing that the successful 
church of today must be similarly en- 
thusiastic and serious in its undertakings 
and that its members must be working 
Christians endowed with the power of 
the Holy Spirit. 

He reviewed the preparatory steps that 
had opened the way for this earnest 
church to begin the great enterprise of 
spreading the gospel all over the world, 
and called attention to the wisdom that 
was displayed in thd selection of Paul 
and Barnabas to go forth and carry the 
gospel to other peoples. Dr. Jenkins 
described the journey of the apostles to 
Cyprus and to Antioch of Prisidia, show- 
ing the difficulties that were overcome 
and the results that were accomplished 
in these places and how the world’s 
greatest enterprise thus began has. been 
carried on, always increasing and gruw- 


ing more powerful, by ‘Christians who | 


were earnest and serious, down to the 
present day, and how the spread of Chris- 
tianity will go on, ever stronger and 
more powerful,,until every nation, every 
home and évery person has come ‘under 
its influence, .. to 

Dr. Jenkins closed his discourse with an 
eloquent and powerful plea to the church 
and to Christians to carry forward the 
work of evangelizing the world, to be 
more serious and earnest in religion and 
to pray unceasingly for the power of the 
Haly Spirit, the livéhg energy of the 
church, to enable them to carry on the 
great enterprise. 

Dr. Jenkins spoke with his usual power 
and feeling and .impressed his hearers 
with the vital importance of the duties 
taught by the lesson which was studied. 

The special course of Bible study, ““Mes- 
sages Of the First Century to the Twen- 
tieth,”” will be continued at thg Sunday 
evening services at this church, and 
everyone who is interested in the thor- 
ough and systematic study of the scrip- 
— will find pleasure and profit tn at- 
ending.

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Dr. John E. White preached at the 
morning service to a large congregation, 
The service matked the second anniversa- 
ry of Dr. White's pastorate, and the 
pulpit was tastefully decorated. Back 
of the pulpit the five panels were marked 
by the five words of the motto text for 
the New Year, “Sir,,.we would see Jesus,’ 
and these were embroidered with south- 
ern smilax. The subject was, “A cry 
from the pew,’ and the text was taken 
in John xil, 21: “Sir, we would see 
Jesus,” . 

The sermon was in part a reference to 
the first text the pastor had used in as- 
suming the pulpit of the church: ‘Take 
heed unto thyself and unto the doctrine.”’ 
This, Dr. White said, was the preacher's 
anxious charge unto himself. 

“This morning,”’ he said, ‘I voice what 
I believe to be the congregation's charge 
to the preacher, ‘Sir, we would see Je- 
sus.” ‘Certain Greeks’ had come to Je- 
rusalem to worship at the feast, and 
while there refer to Philip, who had a 
Greek name, this remarkable request, 
‘Sir, we would see Jesus.’

“Christ's request: is 
conveyed to Him, indicates that He re- 
garded the inquiry as momentous and 
significant beyond anything apparent ir 
the incident itself. ‘The hour is come 
that the Son of Man should be glorified.’ 
He said, in effect: ‘I have been waiting 
for this hour when the world—the outside 
worli—could see Me. And now that the 
light has broken through and the world 
will see and know I will go quickly to 
the cross and die for its redemption.’ 

‘These certain Greeks were representa- 
tivés of that great western civilization, 
which, since the death of Christ, has 
been the chief theater of the Christian 
power and conquest. Their request to see 
Jesus was prophetic of what has since 
been the glory and triumph of the gospel 
in history. They spoke for the human 
heart. world-widely. Through its learning 
and its intellectual wisdom the human 
heart has ever been striving to cry Its 
hunger aloud. The voice breaks out here, 
‘Sir, we would see Jesus.’ 

“Socrates had said, ‘Man is on a raft 
drifting, drifting, waiting for the more 
sure word of God.” At the time of these 
‘certain Greeks’ the drifting had become 
a tumult of despair over the whole world. 
Religions were plentiful. Philosophy was 
rampant. But Greece hung pathetically 
to its altar, raised “To the Unknown 
God.’ These ‘certain Greeks’ had found 
Him and they desired to see Him. 

“There is a atriking similarity between 
the situation then and in our own times. 
Looking out over the heads of this con- 
gregation to the gatherings this morning 
in all the churches and beyond them to 
the thousands churchless and to that 
vast multitude of humanity restless and 
groaning together in sin, sorrow and 
death. there is easily discernible an im- 
patience with creeds and theologies, an 
intense resentment against the rhetorical, 
the philosophical and the scientific re- 
sponses of the pulpit,‘ and a real cry, 
‘Sir, we would see Jesus.” The man 
who has kept up with the current of hos- 
tile. anti-Christian criticism must have 
been impressed with the veering of that 
current away from the merely specula- 
tive theologies which were formerly the 
object of attack and toward the person 
of Jesus Christ. 

“Ag Dr. Dale says: “Lhe storm has 
moved round the whole horizon, but it is 
rapidly concentrating its strength and 
fury above one sacred head.’ The sig- 
nificance of this is that Satan wisely sees 
that there is little danger to His king- 
dom from the Christianity that obscures 
Christ behind its creeds and its meta- 
physics, but that the danger lies in the 
world’s hungry heart for Jesus Christ, 
which is compelling Christianity through 
its preachers and teachers to put Christ 
forward as God's answer to its need, 

“Hence upon Him is directed hell's 
wrath. If He can be discredited, His 
claims refuted, His divinity challenged 
and His word as the world’s Redeemer 
thrown into the crucible of doubt and un- 
belief, there is naught else to fear. ‘Satan 
trembles when he sees the feeblest saint 
upon his knees.’ Yes,.and he trembles 
when he sees—what I think he does see— 
that what you desire of me as your min- 
ister, what the pews in all the churches 
are wanting at the heart of their pulpits 
and what the world of sinning, suffering 
men are wanting of US all, is to see Je- 
sus. 

“There is no Infidelity that the church 
need fear that is not refuted at the hu- 
man heart’s hungry center. The people 
ean be trusted to want Christ and to 
want Him enough to smite hip and thigh 
every man who lays hands on Him. I 
insist ever that it was not the people 
who crucified Jesus. It is always an ec- 
clesiastic or a dignitary at the bottom 
of anti-Christian thdétight. The name 
people, the common people, who heard 
Him gladly, want to see Him today. And 
by the common people I mean no class, 
but all classes—the average humanity as 
we find it, of rich and poor, small and 
great. From all ranks ts the cry, ‘Sir, 
we would see Jesus.” Every theological 
seminary in the land has heard lately 
from its recent graduates that theological 
instruction has failed to fit them for 
hand to hand dealing with people who 
want to see Jesus. A reaction against 
sixteenth century curriculas is moving 
in the boards of trustees. The call from 
the workers the seminaries have sent out 
has reached them. ‘More of the English 
Bible.’ ‘which is the scholarly translation 
of the cry that has welled up at them 
from the pews, ‘Sir, we would see Je- 
sus.’ A distinguished man recently sald 
that what the pulpits need is ‘systematic 
theology on fire.” Yes, but make the fire 
hig enough to do two things—burn up the 
dust, and light up the face of Christ so 
that men can see Him.” 
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Dr. William J. Holtzclaw delivered an- 
other of his cartoon sermons at the night 
service. His subject was ““The Broad and 
the Narrow Ways.” The text was chosen 
from Matthew vii, 13-14: “Enter ve in at 
the siraight gate: for wide is the gate 
and broad is the way. that leadeth to 
destruction; and many there be which go 
in thereat: Because straight is the gate, 
and narrow is the way, which leadeth 
unto life, and few there be that find it.“ 
He said in part: 

“The text presents two ways and two 
classes of people.

Saul of Tarsus was thoroughly? converted 
and yet he declares in his epistles that he 
did not find it easy to be a Christian. It 
is admitted that there is a furm of re- 
ligion easy to live, but just as easy to 
lose. The. patriarchs and prophets did 
not fine it easy to live godly lives, neither 
cid the apostles and early Christians find 
it easy. 
‘«*Are there no foes for me to face? 
Must I not stem the flood? 
Is this vile world a friend to grace, 
To help me on to God?’ 


“The narrow way. is entered by a diffi- 
cult gate. No man ever got into Christ 
with the world on his back. The man 
who g¢ts into Christ must first crucify 
the flesh. This makes it a difficult way. 
Thousends would be Christians if they 
could be allowed to make the terms. This 
cannot be. God made the terms, and 
there is no appeal. There is no substi- 
tute. Salvation depends on entering the 
gate and not on walking in the way, The 
world has never objected to the way halt 
so much as to the gate. This is the vital 
point. Once through the gate and upon 
the way, God's grace will be sufficient for 
the journey. The Savior declared that 
shose wha would enter the sheep fold by 
Him should go in and out and find pas- 
ture, but that those who would enter some 
other way were thieves and _ robbers, 
There are those who are foolish enough 
to believe that the church, or the ordi-. 
nances, have something to do with one’s 
salvation. If this were true, Christ would 
be false; for He declares that He alone Is 
able to save. The ordinances are for 
those who wish to be obedient to the 
commands, and the church 1s for the 
saved. Romans v, 1-5, describes ihe pro- 
cess by which men get info Christ, and it 
is as follows: ‘Therefore, being justified 
ty taith, we have peace with God through 
our Lord Jesus Christ: By whom we have 
uccess by faith into this grace wherein 
we stand, and rejoice in the hope of the 
glory of God. And not only so, but we 
viory im the tribulations also: Knowing 
that tribulation worketh patience; and 
patience experience, and experience, hope, 
gnd hope maketh not eshamed; because 
the love of God is shed atroad in our 
hearts by the Holy Ghost which is given 
unto us.’ 

‘The broad way is an easy Wuy, and 
‘nillions are in it. There is no ciimbing 
to do nor sacrifices to make. It is down 
grade with an innymerable host of seduc- 
tive helps The way to hell is full of 
Celusions. The dime novel. the dance. the 
theater. the card table, the wine glass, 
the den of shame, the saloon, are all on 
this dy»wnward way. What awful de- 
lusions. The multitudes which go in this 
wav are on the increase. We are told, 
by some, that the world is growing bet- 
ter, but the facts do not indicate it nor 
does the teaching of the scriptures justify 
the cleim. 

“There are more dfme novels published 
now than ever before in the world’s his- 
tory. There are more dance halis than ever 
before. There is more gambling than ever 
before. and there are many forms of it. 
There is mor2 drinking, drunkenness and 
results from drunkenness than ever be- 
fore. As for the dens of shame. it makes 
us heart sick to think of it. There are 
more open saloons in our own country 
than were ever known before. There is 
more crime and bloodshed than ever be- 
fore. There is more disregard of parental 
authority than ever before. Our courts 
not only demonstrate the truthfulness of 
my statements, but register the facts for 
the world’s gaze. Then God's word tells 
us plainly that the world shall ex worss 
and worse until the end of time, 

“Yhen, it is no wonder that divine in- 
spiration ‘declazes that ‘Broad is the way 
that leadeth to destruction, and many 
there be which go in thereat.’ Thousands 
ef those who are in the broad way are in 
what is called high social life. They are 
very particular, in pretense, as to their 
associates, except under cover; but we 
are told in God’s word that there is Dut 
ene place for the ungodly, in eternity. 
There are no ranks of society in the world 
of the damned. It matters not whether 
a man goes to hell from the ranks of 
fashionable society or fashionable re- 


,and associate with those whom he refused 
to keep company with here. There are 
some in this way that frankly admit it, 
but there are others who dislike to be 
accused of it. Men like the cradit of be- 
ing better thar. they are. Time is a de- 
veloper, and eternity is a revealer. ‘Be- 
cause straight f*the gate, and narrow 1s 
the way, which leadeth unto life, and few 
there be that find it.’ ”’ 
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The sacrament of the Lord’s supper 
was administered at the conclusion of 
the sermon at Moore Memorial church 
yesterday morning. The discourse of Dr. 
A. R. Holderby, the pastor, was based 
on the following text: Matthew xx, 27-28, 
“And whosoever will be chief among you, 
et him be your serygnt,” ete. Tne ser- 
mon, in part, was 4s follows: 

“Jesus here teaches His disciples two 
very important lessons; and they are 
lessons which Wwe should learn at the 
beginning of the new year. Some of His 
disciples, possibly all of them, had wrong 
conceptions of the nature of Christ's 
kingdom. They were tainking ofa 
kingdom in which they would occupy 
high places and be counted honorable 
among men. The spirit of pride and 
selfishness early manifested itself in the 
disciples and that same spirit is still 
prevalent in the church. Tae lessons 
which our Lord teaches us are humility 
and self-sacrifice for others. 

“Let us learn them and let us begin to- 
day to put them into practice. He tells 
them that the way to be great is to be 
humble. ‘Waosoever will be great among 
you, let him be your minister, and who- 
soever will be chief among you, let him 
be your servant.’ Then He tells them 
that He Himself came not to be minis- 
tered unto, but to minister. If their 
Lord and Master came to minister unto 
others. so must they follow His exam- 
ple. The disciple is not greater than his 
Lord.’ 

“Jesus teacas us the lesson of humility, 
not only by precept, but by His own ex- 
ample. He was a servant to men. He 
took upon Himself the form of a servant 
—bond slave. He was not only the serv- 
ant of God, but the servant of men. He 
came to minister unto men. Such was 
His mission to earth. Such is ours. He 
lived in no royal-palace with a retinue of 
servants to do His bidding. He had no 
luxurious home when on earth, for He 
had nowhere to lay His head. Stooping 
to perform the most menial service, He 
even washed His disciples’ feet. There 
is no record that they washed His feet. 

“His life was a life of ministry to 
others. His entire life was devoted to 
others. If we would be like Christ we 
must be like Him in humility, we must 
perform the lowest ministry. As the 
disciples of Christ we are here to serve 
others. That is the true mission of every 
follower of Christ. God has no use for 
those who are not willing to serve their 
fellowmen. We cannot serve God or 
glorify Him unless we serve our fellow- 
men. Tne greatest man in the church 
today is not the man who gives the most 
money. or who makes the most eloquent 
prayers, but he is the greatest who 
serves his fellowmen best. He is the 
highest who stoops tae lowest. No man 
is great who does not serve. 

“There. are too many people in the 
church today waiting to be served by 
others. Mariy come into the church to 
| be ministered unto and hence become 
offended if they are not petted and 
eoaxed and caressed. They ought to be 
out of the church. These people forget 
that they are in the church to serve 
others, to minister. That is ail tne use 
God has for them. 

“This spirit of pride and selfishness 
‘seems to be the ruling spirit of the 
church today. Hence the failure to. do 
God’s work. O, for the spirtt of Christ-

like aumfMity. This would settle all the 
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difficulties in the church. The 
humble man never takes offense, 

“And then there is that other lesson 
taugat by our Lord, the lesson of gelf- 
sacrifice for others. Christ came to give 
His life a ransom for many. He not 
Only lived a servant among men, but 
gave His life for them; a ransom for 
them. His was a life of complete self- 
sacrifice for men. So must Christ’s disci- 
ples spend and be spent in the service of 
others. Every Christian should be will- 
ing to give his life for the salvation of 
men. 

“There can be no true service unless 
there be self-sadrifice. Tae very essence 
of true love is sé@lf-sacrifice, It. was love 
that made the Son of God give Himself 
as a sacrifice for men. If we would give 
ourselves as a sacrifice for others, then 
there must be love to God and love for 
men as the_motive power. 

Let us remember that we are not our 
own. We belong to Christ, because n6 
has bought us with a price. We belong 
to one another also, because Carist has 
bought us for his service and His service 
is to serve one another. We cannot 
serve God unless we serve our fellowmen. 
Oh, for the spirit of true self-sacrifice 
and the spirit of true service.”

have gone out on strike because of dis- 
satisfaction with a new system of pay 
inaugurated on the first of the year. 

The strike includes the men of the fur- 
nace, roasting and sampling departments 
and while only about 20 men are directly 
concerned in the strike about 600 others 
are affected by the enforced closing down 
of the smelter.
